The purpose of the constitutional amendment 
according to the measure proponent, Californians 
for Fair Rents, is “to protect tenants from 
unreasonable rent increases, allow owners a fair 
return on their investment, and encourage the build- 


ing of more rental living units 


The measure would allow landiords to raise rent 
fees annually in proportion to the rise in the Con 
sumer Price Index, which according to the Califor 
mia Housing Action Information Network “provides 
windfall profits to owners” since more than 60 
percent of landiords' costs do not increase propor 
tionately with the CPI 

Exempt from the constitutional CPI increase 
Standard would be rental single family homes and 
some condominiums Duplexes (including owner - 
occupied units) would fall under the rent contro! 
statutes, however 

To date three suits have been filed involving the 
wording of the initiative title and summary, the wor 
ding of the ballot argument against the measure and

In a suit filed in Sacramento County Superior 
Court by the NO on 10 committee Judge J F

ting rent control ordinances as of the next electior 

Also dismissed by Judge Keane was a guit filed by 
the Californians tor Fair Rents against Sen. David 
Roberti, (D - 23rd District) who signed the election 
Dallot argument by No on 10 against the rent stan- 
dards initiative 


No 10 Northern Coordinator 
Stephen Hopcraft said “we specifically said that 
Proposition 10 ‘does not do a single thing for 
renters, and they challenged that, saying it was 
fraudulent We also said it ‘would threaten new 
construction programs already underway,’ and the 
judge upheld that (statement) ” 

According to Hopcraft, there are construction

Math professor loses 
long battle with cancer 


Mathematics Professor Dr 
Marguerite Dunton died March 
25 after a prolonged bout with 
cancer and was buried at East 
Lawn Semetary in Sacramento 
March 29. She was 54 

Described as an ‘excellent 
mathematician,” Dunton was 
particularly concerned with 
women’s access into 
mathematics, according to 
Math Department Chair Wally 
Etterbeek 


Dunton'’s class !oad was 
picked up by fellow faculty 
members February 4 when she 
was forced to leave her job Bat- 
tling with cancer since at least 
1972, she was described as a 
very Courageous lady 

Dunton is survived by her

tronauts. In Navajo legend, Nava- 
jos had once stopped at the moon 
on a journey to the sun and the 
Spiritual leader wanted to send the 
message in the event the as- 
tronauts encountered Navajos on 
the moon. The astronauts agreed 
and a taped message was prepared 
by the spiritual jeader The mes- 
sage, uttered in Navajo was 
“Beware of these fellows, they'l! 
want to make a treaty with you! 

“| wish someone had sent us 
that message 200 years ago.” Mac 
Donald commented 

Today, white men are again tak- 
ing from the Native - Americans 
MacDonald said, but now this tak- 
ing is in the form of depletion of 
natural resources sources of 
energy, such as coai and uranium 
— from reservation lands 

“Fifty percent of all mineable 
uranium, one - third or al! low 
sulphur coal and three percent of 
all oil and gas reserves in Amerca 
lie within Native - American lands 
MacDonald explained. “We want 
to develop these resources to 
benefit Native - Americans first 
to provide electricity for the Navajo 
and other tribes and then

Orange, a toxic herbicide, were 
sprayed over the Vietnam coun- 
tryside during the Vietnam war, 
possibly contaminating thousands 
of United States military per- 
sonnel Currently, the herbicide is 
sprayed on rice crop and range 
land in California 

A growing number of Vietnam 
veterans are filing claims alleging 
physical and mental problems due 
to their exposure to Agent Orange 

The resolution, submitted by 
Douglas Moore, a member of the 
CSUS Veterans Action Group 
supported AB 3006 (Nolan) which 
was introduced to the state 
legislature March 6 to establish an 
Agent Orange Committee to study 
the effects of Agent Orange and 
ther defoliants on. Vietnam 
veterans 

The resolution also supported 
research into the present use and 
effects of herbicide and defoliants 
in California 

Also, several statutes were 
repealed after statute committee 
recommendations were presented 
to the senate by Nursing Senator 
Mary Menz and Senate Chair Brian 
Welch 

With few statute books present 
the senators voted and

‘The Black Marble’ 
Detectives aren’t good romancers

The Black Marble” is a neatly 
done, off beat detective story 
movie. It winds through the twists 
and turns of its plot with agile 
photography, some good acting 
and ascript which for the most part 
iS very clever 

The screenplay was written by 
Joseph Wambaugh from his novel 
of the same name.

The story concerns two Los 
Angeles police detectives. one a 
mentally disturbed Russian, who 
drinks too much vodka, played by 
Robert Foxworth, and a very 
pragmatic career policewoman 
portrayed by Paula Prentiss. They 
are on the trail of an extortionist 
Harry Dean Stanton, who has 
Stolen an expensive show dog and 
is holding it for ransom 

On one level the plot is a simple 
boy cop meets girl cop tale. Pren 
iss inital dislike of Foxworth’s 
kookie Russian soon changes to 
an interestingly done and slightly 
unusual love story set against the 
backdrop of cop life and crime 
Cnasing 

Foxworth plays his role with an 


appealing sincerity that in a very 


non - cliche manner, tugs at the 
heart strings. His character is a 
believable blend of old time 
romantic and shell shocked 


neurotic, trying to cope with the 
ying f 


brutality of his job 
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The best performance in “The 
Black Marble belongs to 
character actor Harry Dean Stan- 
ton. His characterization of the 
down - and - out dog groomer who 
needs money to pay a gambling 
debt and resorts to dognapping to 
get it. is nothing less than ex- 
cellent 

Stanton’s performance in “The 
Black the kind that

but for some reason never is. It is 
nonetheless a finely woven piece 
of acting that shouldn't be missed 
The major flaw with “The Black 
Marble’ is that the detective parts 
{ the film are very intricately and 
( arefully Jone while the iove story 
founders a bit. This is due not only 


to Prentiss, but to come over 


sweet and obvious writing on 
Wambaugh’'s part 
The transition of Prentiss’ 


character from hating Foxworth to 
loving him doesn't hold water Itis 





very slickly written, but it looks as 
phony as a department store 
mannequin 

The thing is, the film is well 
enough done to this point to make 
you want to believe it But the 
changeover is so pat and so 
predictable that it is in the end un- 
fulfilling 

Despite this one big flaw, “The 
Black Marble” is an entertaining 
film. Director Harold Becker has a 
good feel for the rhythm of the 
scriptand keeps things moving ata 
brisk and interesting pace 

Photographer Own Roizman 
and editor Maury Weintrabe both 
do work that is visually very ex- 
citing
